AITNUAL  REPORT  -  1  962 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors 
Ladies  and  Gentlemeny 

I  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st.  Decembery  1962,  together  with  that  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

The  statistics  showing  the  Birth  and  Death  rates 
indicate  no  material  difference  from  those  prevailing  in 
the  Administrative  County  of  Devon  and  in  those  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

There  is  a  considerable  difference  between  the 
Crude  and  Corrected  Death  rates.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  Districts  such  as  this  attract  a  large  number  of  elderly 
persons,  and  the  rate  is  adjusted  by  applying  a  factor 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  take  this  fact  into 
account. 

Tv/c  Hundred  and  two  deaths  occurred  in  the 
year  1962  of  which  122,  or  56^0;,  were  aged  75  or  more  years. 

Below  the  age  of  Ljlj.  only  7  deaths  occurred.  Of  these  2 
were  due  to  manslaughter,  1  was  suicide  and  another  was 
due  to  accidental  causes.  Only  3  can  be  regarded  as  due  to 
natural  causes  and  to  have  been  almost  unavoidable. 

Regarding  the  Infectious  Diseases,  it  is  most 
important  to  note  the  continued  absence  of  such-  dangerous 
diseases  as  Poliomyelitis  and  Diptheria.  This  improvement 
is  due  entirely  to  the  success  of  the  immunisation  and 
vaccination  campaign.  The  diseases  are  still  present  and 
still  as  potentially  dangerous  as  ever  they  v/ere. 

Protection  is  offered  either  by  the  Pamily  Doctor, 
or  through  the  County  Council's  Mother  and  Child  y/elfare  Clinics, 
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against  Smallpox,  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  yThooping  Gough  and 
Poliomyelitis.  In  addition  all  school  children  are  offered 
protection  against  Tuberculosis,  through  the  School  Medical 
Service,  at  the  age  of  13.  Parents  are  most  strongly 
advised  to  accept  these  protective  measures. 

Tuberculosis  continues  at  a  very  lov;  level.  Only 
t./o  deaths  occurred  and  there  were  only  tv/o  notifications  of 
nev/  cases.  The  main  residue  of  this  disease  is  no\/  in  the 
elderly  and  it  is  most  important  that  the  older  person  should 
taice  advantage  of  the  services  offered  by  the  Ivlass  Radiography 
Service.  Older  people  are  often  imwilling  to  have  their 
chests  X-rayed.  Perhaps  they  can  be  'encouraged'  by  the 
younger  members  of  the  family,  who  may  themselves  be  at  risk. 

Lung  Cancer  and  Bronchitis  continue  to  take  an 
unnecessarily  large  toll,  but  until  there  is  a  decrease  in 
cigarette  smoking,  we  can  only  expect  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  these  causes. 

In  only  one  case  did  official  action  have  to  be 
taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention.  The  large  number  of  elderly  persons  in  the 
district  puts  a  heavy  load  on  the  services  responsible  for 
their  welfare.  It  is  obviously  in  everyone’s  interest  that 
these  elderly  persons  should  be  allov/ed  to  stay  in  their  own 
homes  for  as  long  as  possible,  and  one  cannot  speak  too 
highly  of  the  help  given  by  the  '/'/omen’s  Voluntary  Service  in 
organising  and  distributing  'well  cooked  hot  meals  under  the 
Meals  on  Wheels  service. 

Mr.  Norman  Tucker  retired  during  the  year  after 
having  been  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  past  39  years, 
Mr.  Tucker  will  long  be  remembered  in  Teignmouth  for  the 
quiet  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  carried  out  his 
duties. 

I  should  like  to  thank,  once  again,  the  Chairman, 
Councillors  and  all  members  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  received.

I  submit  ray  first  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1962. 

In  June  1962  my  predecessor,  friend  and  advisor, 
iir .  Horman  S.  Tucker  retired  through  ill  health  after 
39  years  service  with  this  Authority.  His  retirement 

v/as  however  short  lived  as,  after  a  further  illness,  he 
passed  in  August. 

The  purchase  by  the  Council  of  a  bulldozer  made 
possible  a  considerable  improvement  on  the  Refuse  Tip  at 
Broadmeadow  allovi/ing  all  refuse  to  be  covered  by  earth 
within  a  few  hours  of  tipping  and  reducing  fly  nuisances 
and  the  possibility  of  fires  caused  by  unauthorised 
persons  trespassing  on  the  Tip. 

0\7lng  to  the  pressure  of  other  work  the  number  of 
routine  visits  made  during  the  year  v;as  not  as  high  as 
I  ^vould  have  wished.

Nearly  all  the  houses  in  the  District  are  connected 
to  the  foul  sewerage  system.  Sewerage  flows  by  gravity 

to  pumping  stations  at  Teigni::outh  and  Shaldon  w'here  it  is 
screened,  disintegrated  and  lifted  to  storage  tanks,  to 
be  held  until  after  high  tide,  when  it  is  discharged 
through  controlled  outlets  on  either  side  of  the  river 
mouth.  The  enormous  tidal  outflow  from  the  Estuary 

carries  it  far  out  to  sea  and  the  penstocks  are  closed 
again  before  lov/  tide  to  prevent  fouling  of  the  Estuary  on 
the  flowing  tide. 


REPUSE  COLLECTION  A  LTD  DISPOSAL 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  I  made  a  complete 
survey  of  the  refuse  collection  rounds  and  a  census  of  the 
number  of  dustbins  in  the  area.  This  was  a  formidable 

task  and  took  several  v/eoks  but  I  am  sure  that  the  result 
will  be  a  more  efficient  service  and  prevent  a  further  rise 
in  the  cost  of  removal  of  the  over  Increasing  amount  of 
refuse  put  out  for  collection.

The  increased  capacity  of  the  ne’w  Shelvoko  and  Drev;ry 
Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  has  reduced  the  nuLiber  of  trips  made 
to  the  Tip  on  one  round  and  vhon  integrated  into  the 
re-organised  rounds  should  prove  a  valuable  asset. 

The  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  fron  Shops  at  a  charge 
of  6d  per  bin  or  equivalent  package  has  been  continued 
v;ith  satisfactory  results  and  has  produced  the  suin  of 
£79.10.  Od  during  the  5^0 ar . 

As  stated  earlier  controlled  tipping  in  its  proper 
forri  is  now  carried  out  and  v/o  have  been  very  fortunate- 
in  having  an  adequate  supply  of  earth  and  ashes  available 
for  covering. 


HOUSING 

No  Slum.  Clearance  or  Housing  Schemes  were  carried 
out  in  the  year  mainly  due  to  the  high  rate  of  interest 
on  money  loaned  for  building  which  would  place  an  undue 
burden  on  the  existing  tenants  of  Council  properties 
under  the  present  arrangement  of  accessing  rent  on  gross 
rateable  value. 

Only  13  premises  ovmed  by  the  Couincll  becrne  available 
for  re-allocation  to  families  on  the  Housing  List  and 
transfers  have  been  arranged  between  tenants  to  assist 
the  problem  of  overcrowding  or  underoccupation.
